REMARKS 

Claims 1-9, 1 1-14, 17-29, 31, 32, 34, 35, 38-42, 44, 45, 48, and 49 were pending 
prior to amendment. Claims 1-9, 1 1-14, 17-29, 31, 32, 34, 35, 38, and 39 stand allowed. 
Claims 40-42, 44-45, and 48-49 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as allegedly being 
unpatentable over U.S. Patent Publication 2003/013646 to Forrester, in view of U.S. 
Patent Publication 2002/0184418 to Blight and further in view of U.S. Patent Publication 
2003/0046158 to Kratky. 

Please cancel claims 40-42, 44-45, and 48-49, without prejudice or disclaimer. 
With this amendment, all claims have been placed in condition for allowance.
